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In response to the Office Action dated July 30, 2003, applicant provisionally 
elects the claims of Group I (claim nos. 1-19 and 36-43), with traverse. 

While the device of Group I and the method of Group II may be distinct for the 
reasons set forth by the Examiner, applicant believes that simultaneous examination will not 
present an undue burden. 

Examiner further indicated that Group I contain distinct species. 

Applicant elects species in group IA, claims 1-9 and 36-19. However, applicant 
respectfully submits that examination of the second specie group IB, claims 10-19 and 40-43 
together with specie IA would not be unduly extensive and burdensome and respectfully 
requests examination of the claims of both species.
